“But the City Administration has no in- 
tention ot closing the large down-town 
houses. It would be a violaton of the ante 
election contract. The houses which have 
been closed are all outside the trust. 
Those yet running are aliin it. The discrim- 
ination in sending out the order has been 
made on strictly contract lines. The gam- 
blers who raised $14,000 for Mayor Cregier’s 
campaign tund have not received the order. 
The gamblers who contributed nothing have. 
There is the whole thing in a nutsbell. 

“That a contract to protect the campsign- 
funa contributors was made there isno doubt 
whatever. Just prior to the election Hankins 
and a man who was close in the counsel 
of Cregier were cioseted for two hours 
im a room over Charley Brennan’s saloon 
on Clark street. As a result of the confer- 
ence Hankins agreed to raise $15,000 for the 
campaign fund, and it was solemnly prom- 
ised that gambling on the part of the con- 
tribotors should not be interfered with 
during Cregier’s administration. It has not 
been interfered with thus far. Now you 
understand the real situation as be- 
tween «the administration and the 
inner ring of gamblers, and can see why the 
latter bave not been molested, and will not 
be.

Frightful Disaster in the Cour d' Alene 
Mining District, Idaho 


REIGN OF TERROR IN THE NORTHWEST. 


PorRTLAND, Ore., Feb. 5.—The Postal Tele- 
graph and Cable company furnishes the fol- 
lowing information to tne world regarding 
the unprecedented floods in Oregon and 
Washington: 

The Willamette River at this city is higher 
than it has been since the great flood of 1861. 
The rise is caused by the unusually heavy 
rains and the meiting of snow in the mount- 
ains. In this city all the merchants 
along the water front and for two 
streets back from the river have 
been compelied to suspend business 
and move their stocks to higher places. The 
water rose so rapidly that many of them 
were unabie to move their goods out, and in 
consequence heavy damage will be the re- 
sult. Theonly means of travel on Front 
street, the principal wholesale street of 
the city, is by boats. Throughout Willamette 
Valley heavy losses are reported. 
Many bridges have been swept away, and a 
large amount of grain stored in warehouses 
along the rer has been ruined. The wagon 
bridge across the Willamette River at Salem 
was swept away Monday night. The 
structure was about 1,000 feet long. It 
cost in the neighborhood of $75,000. 
No less than 10,000,000 sawlogs have 
been swept away on the Willamette and Co- 
lumbia Rivers in a few days. Large quanti- 
ties of sawed lumber and a number of saw- 
milu on the river have also been carried 
away. The situation on the ‘Southern 
Pacific road between here aud California 
remains virtually unchanged, and the 
officials do not venture an opinion as 
to when the road will de opened. All com- 
munication south and east of here has been 
cut off for five days, and no trains are arriv- 
ing over the Southern Pacilic or ne Union 
Pacific. The trains are rünume to Ta- 
coma, Wash., over the Northern Pa- 
cific, but a heavy storm in the Cas- 
cade Mountains has cut off communication 
to the east. It is impossible to closely esti- 


‘mate the damage at present, but it will prob- 


ably reach half a million dollars. The rain 
has ceased throughout the Willamette 
Valley, but the river at this point is still on 
the rise. The river is still rising here tonight, 
though reports from the south as far as Cor- 
vallis state it began falling at noon, and the 
weather is cold and clear. The water is 
rushing through Front and First streete 


rapidiy,.and this makes navigation by means. 
of boats dangerous. | . 


Manz of the sidewalks are floating and 
severat- accidents have 


occurred by pedes- . 
trians falling through holes in sidewalks. 


The Oregonian and Telegram were compelled 
to move their business offices further back 
from the river this evening, there being at 


present several feet of water on the first 


floor. The editorial rooms, which are dn the 
second floor, are reached by boats. Great 
anxiety has been felt for the two bridges 
which span the river at‘ this point. Mor- 
rison street wagon bridge is  liabie 
to be swept away at any moment, 
und in case this bridge is carried 
déwn-stream against the steel bridge of the 
Union Pacific railroad the latter is almost 
certain to go out, as the space between the 
bridge and the water is not sufficient to 
permit any large drift to pass under. The 
river at present 1s comparatively free 
from drift, nu having deen carried 
down before the water became 80 
high. In order to file dispatches one is com- 
pelled to wade through water three feet 
deep. A dispatch from McMinnville, Ore., 
states that the Town of Wheatland is almost 
swept away, much stock drowned, and a 
large amount of grain has been destroyed.

COMMUNICATION OUT OFF, 


Incaiculable Damage Done by the Furious 
Torrents in Southern Oregon. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 5.—A dispatch 
from Jacksonville, Ore., says a phenomenal 
rain-storm has prevailed in Southern Oregon 
since last Friday, which, in coanection with 
melting snows in the mountains, has caused 
the greatest flood known since the country 
was settled. The damage to Southern Ore 
gon cannot be estimated as yet, for postal 
cammupication isso uncertaim and limited 
that only surmises can be made of the rav- 
ages of the water. On the line of numerous 
tributaries of the Rogue River many small 
ranches have been badly’ damaged if not 
ruined, miles of fencing swept away, much of 
the finest soil in the lower valley washed 
down to gravel and bedrock, and the spec- 
tacle of fields flooded, roads washed out, and 
bridges and culverts demolished is common. 
The fertile Bear Creek region has not 
escaped visitation. The heart of the valley 
has presented the appearance of a turbid se 
for days, and communication between its 
many towns was almost suspended by swol- 
len foothili streams. Bear Creek itself ‘bas 
borne along a great deal of wreckage, besides 
fences, outbuildings, and even barns and 
houses, and has wrought much destruction 
in undermining and siluicing off the 
deep aliuvium that composes it banks, In the 
Applegate region there are few bridges left.

There bas not been 
any mall from either north or south for sev- 
eral weeks. No estimate can be made of the 
loss in bridges and private property. Hua- 
dreds of thousands of dollars will not cover

TO REDUCE TTG CAPITAL STOCK. 


The Lead Trust Decide« That It Has More 
stock than It Can Carry. * 

New Tonk. Feb. [Special. I- The Na- 
tional Lead Trust is certainly no longer a 
hole-in-the-corner sort of monopoly which 
holds its deiiberations in secret. Its mem- 
bers took everybody by surprise today by 
holding an open meeting. Copies of the 
trust agreement, heretofore guarded with 
such secrecy, were presented to the newspa- 
per representatives. There were 596,887 
shares of stock represented at the meeting 
out ot a total issue of 904.476. Col. W. P. 
Thompson, President of the trust, was in 
the chair and F. W, Rockwell was Secretary 
of the meeting. The President's report sum- 
marized the operations of the trust, and 
closed as follows: 

The actual amount of cash assets held by the 
different companies over and above all their lia- 
bilities after paying for all of the plant is $3,594,- 
189, The aggregate valuation of the properties 
brought into the trust amounts to $22,361,900, in- 
cluded in which is a reasonable valuation for 
brands, good will, and earning capacity. On 
those valuations certificates. have been issued 
on the basis of four for one, .which 
makes the present capitalization of the trust 
$89, 447.600, for wh M certificates are outstanding. 
In my judgment t was improvident to expand 
the capitalization of the companies to so great 
un extent. itis believed by the trustees that if 
the outstanding certificates were surrendered on 
the basis of securing one consolidated certificate 
for three shares, thus practically reducing the 
capitalization to one-third of what it is at pres- 
ent, the shares would not only rapidly appreci- 
ate to par, but that they could be thorougniy 
recommended as a safe investment on that basis.

NAVAJO INDIANS ON THE WARPATH, 


An Outbreak Reported Among the Rod 
akins on the San Jaan River. 

Duraneo, Colo., Feb. 5.— [Special.] —Late 
this evening Frank H. Quinn’ arrived here 
from the San Juan River and brought the 
news that the settlers along the San Juan, 
Animas, and Platte Rivers are in fear of 
a general massacre by the Navajo Indians. 
A few days ago the Navajos drove the family 
of Joseph Sterrit from their home and ran off 
ten head of norses. The Sheriff recovered 
the horses, but the Indians are now threat- 
ening to clean out all the white people in the 
district. At present 500 Navajo warriors are 
encamped about sixty miles south of Du- 
rango, and have sent all their squaws and 
papooses back to the reservation.

A SIGNIFICANT CHANGE. 

What may be a change full of significance 
oecurs in Sec. Sof tue same rule (requiring 
certain measures to be considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whoie). This is in tne open- 
ing sentence, which begins: 

* All motions or propositions originating 
either in the House or Senate, involving a 
tax or charge upon the people. all proceedings 
touching appropriations of moneys,” The 
words “originating in the House or Senate 
are newly inserted, and would appear to 
recognize the long-disputed right of the Sen- 
ate to originate tariff and appropriadon bills. 

Another important change in the line of 
expediting business occurs in Sec. 4of the 
same rule, which prescribes the order of 
business in Committee of tne Whole.

A Hot and Bitter Fight, with Both Sides 
Charging Fraud and Corruption—What 
Ex.-Inspector Bonfield Says— Possibility 
of a Breakin the towa Deadlock— 


Lient.-Gpev. Rickards Sarprises the Mon- 
tana Democratic Sensators—Other Follt- 
\ feat News, 

Sart Lax Crry, Utah, Feb. 5.—[ Special. 
—The campaign over the local government 
of Salt Lake City is more vehement and in- 
tense than those of Ohio and Indiana in the 
Presidential years of and 1884. There 
has been nothing like it in this country for 
the last ten years. The campaign clubs have 
paraded the streets of Salt Lake every week 
day and night since early in November last. 
It is the longest, hottest political fight on 
record. For the frst time in local history 
the liberal people, or, to write more accurate- 
ly, the Gentules, have tackled the Mormons 
and made a fight for the Mayoralty and 
other offices of Salt Lake City. The Mor- 
mons have ruled the town from tne day it 
was founded, almost forty years ago. They 
have it today with the exception of four out 


of fifteen Aldermen or Councilmen, whoe 


were elected for two years on a fusion ticket. 
The future of Salt Lake is to be virtually 
decided Monday next. 

Should the People's, or Mormon, party 
prevail it will be muddy old Salt Lake for 
years to come. The Liberal party proposes 
to use the revenue derived from local taxa- 
‘tion for the improvement of the town. The 
fight is so hot that every stranger is 
spotted“ the minute he strikes the town. 
One of the twelve apostles of the Mormon 
Church nas watched every train that has 
come into the city over the Denver & Rio 
Grande road for the last three days. John 
Bonfield, ex-Inspecter of Police at Chicago, is 
here in tie employ of the People’s party, as 
it is called. It is really the Mormon Churcn, 
but that fact makes no difference to Mr. Bon- 
field, who believes a Mormon’s dollar is as 

as that of a Gentile. Mr. Bonfield came 
ere in November last. Attorney Barton, 
who was for a time with the Law ty 
ment of Chic is here with Mr. Bonfield, 
as are also quite a number of Chicago de- 
tectives in Bonfleld's employ. 
QUITS A SCHEME, 

For a long time Bontield’s identity was un- 
known except to the Mormons. He came 
here early in November, and after remain- 
ing afortnight left town, with instructions 
for his men to report daily to bim in writing 
to his Chicago uddress. Then Barton came 
along, end, making the acquaintance of 
Judge Powers, Chairman of the Liberal Cen- 
tral Committee, solicited desk room in his 
office. Judge Powers came meer granting 
Mr. Barton’s request, as none of the Liberals 
dreamed that they were being shadowed. 
Detectives were an unknown quantity in the 
politics of Utah. 

One of Bontield’s men named Joe O'Brien 
had a disagreement with his employer and 
was discharged, The first thing he did after 
leayinge Bonfieid’s employment was to go to 
Judge Powers and tell all he knew concern- 
ing Bonfield and Barton and what was going 
on in Sait Lake. 

Judge Powers was surprised, but was able 
to corroborate O’Brien’s story by a aumber 
of bits of collateral evidence. O’Brien’s var- 
ticular mission was to get some of the Lib- 
eral leaders into card-rooms and gambling- 
houses and have them arrested by the local 
police, a of whom are of the Mor- 
mon faith. The United States grand 
jury then in session was investigating 
frauds in connection with the city ana 
county governments and was inspecting 
the books of these departments.

STOVE MANUFACTURERS IN COUNCIL. 


A Threatened Rumpus Averted—Against 
. Increased Duty on Mica—Other Matters. 

The National Association of Stove Manu- 
facturers, Which is holding its annual convention 
at the Palmer House, got down to work yester- 
day mornifg.. Contrary to expectation of the 
members the day passed quietly. It had been 
prophesied there would be trouble over the ex- 
penses of the Secretary's office, which has been 
managed for some time by D. M. Thomas of Chi- 
cago. During the last year the expenses have 
been nearly $10,000. The dissatisfied members 
have written severe letters to the general officers 
Geciaring th $10,000 was enough to run 8 profis- 
able stove factory for a year and hinting that 
the sum would be better applied to such a use. 
However, President Barbour and the other of- 
ficers bave stood by Secretary Thomas, 
declaring expenses of $10,000 were not 
extravagant and were no more than 
the associanon expected. The consequence is 
that when the meeting opened most of the dissat- 
isfied members were not present, and the rest 
were ready to withdraw if the expenses were not 
lessened. 

President George H. Barbour of Detroit made 
an address. He maintained that every cent of 
the $10,000 was needed. He concluded by sayin 
that he was not a candidate for reélection an 
would not underany circumstances accept the 
office. The clouds cleared immediately, and there 
is every prospect that the convention will be as 
quiet as a prayer-meeting E rest of the 
session. ident Barbour in his address said: 

“There is a bill now before Gongress which 
calls for an increased duty on mica. All stove 
manufacturers are directly interested, and if you 
have not already written to your Representatives 
and Senators in Coukress instructing them as to 
our position no time should be lost. I do not 

avor protecting dy duty the article of mica for the 
reason that it is an article of necessity, and noth- 
ing has ever deen invented that could be substi- 
tuted for it. An additional cost over present 
prices would simply in the end come out of the 
consumer. 

“I want to call your special attention to a Na- 
tional Bankruptey bill now before Congress, the 
author of which is Col. Jay L. Torrey of St. Louis. 
I do not hesitate to give it my indorsement, and 
Ita vor its indorsement by our association. 

“I have also received severzl letters from the 
Census Office ask me to soit information as 
to the.names of all manufacturers in our line of 
business that have either usurance associations, 
relief or mutual aid societies. I am inclined to 
think that there is a lack of these organizations, 
which, I think, are of great benefit.” 

The afternoon session was devoted to the read- 
ing of reports of special committees.

SANFORD’S CONVENTION IN JOLIET. 

Next week a convention will be held at 
Joliet of representatives of Illinois River 
towns to discuss the question of Chicago 

Among those who will be present 
are Sanford of Morris and others who tried 
in Vain to beat the Drainage law in the Legis 
lature. They have shown their bitter hostil- 
mx so often that it is unnecessary to discuss 

the sincerity of their action and the char- 
acter of their motives. They have the right, 
however, to meet in convention and pass ven- 
omous or asinine resolutions as they see fit. 

Some of those who will attend say that the 
convention program will cover three points: 

First—To hire lawyers to enjoin the city 
from pump any portion of the contents of 
the South Fork into the canal. 

Second To hire lawyers (Sanford, for in- 
stance) and attack the constituuonality of 
the resolution of 1881 ordering the city to 
pump out of the river not less than 60,000 
cubic feet a minute into the canal. 

Third—To hire some lawyers (Sanford, per- 
haps) to test the constitutionality of the 
Drainage act. 

In will be seen, therefore, that the con ven- 
tion is chiefly organized for the benefit of 
the lawyere—perhaps Sanford of Morris. 

As to the first of these points, the proceed- 
ings will have to be commenced iu this county 
if at all, whose Judges will give due weigi't 
to the fact that 88 per cent of the stuff from 
‘the South Pork has for years been going 
dewn the canal.

So far as the merits of the question are 
concerned it makes little difference what 
action che Legisiature of Mississippi may 
take. The amendment will not be repealed. 
It is in the Constitution to stay, and there it 
will remain. Ata meeting of the legislators 
beld at the State Capitol, Jackson, day be- 
fore yesterday it was resolved to communi- 
cate with citizens of the otner Southern 
States relative to the repeal. When this 
is done they will hear something to 
their advantage. They will find that the 
other Southern States will not agree to it. 
Were this amendment repealed and the ne- 
groes disfranchised Mississippi would lose 
four members of Congress. She professes to 
be willing to lose them, but she will find that 
the seven other cotton States between North 
Carolina and Texas are not ready to give up 
theirs. The eight seaboard cotton States 
would alone lose twenty-six Representatives. 
The full table of losses to the Soutn would 
be about as follows: Maryland, 1; Virginia, 
4; Kentucky, 2; Tennessee, 8; Missouri, 1; 
Arkansas, 2; Texas, 3; Louisiana, 3; Missis- 
sippi, 4; Georgia, 4; Alabama, 4; Florida, 1; 
North Carolina, 3; South Carolina, 4; total, 39. 
Such astep would knock one-third off the Con- 
gressional and Electoral power of the South 
and enable the Republican party to erect the 
President unless the Democrats could carry 
New York, Ohio, and Illinois. The Repub- 
licans could afford, to lose New York and 
either Ohio or Illinois also. Were the 
Democrats of the eight cotton States to give 
up the twenty-six or twenty-seven seats 
which they have “absorbed” in the House 
tte Republicans in this Congress would have 
some sixty majority. The Southern States 
will never consent to ratify what Mississippi 
demands unless they are prepared to yield 
to the North threé-fourths of the House of 
Representatives. That the North will not 
give its consent to disfranchise the colored 
people follows as a matter of course. 

It is apparent that the Legislature of Mis- 
sissippi has no expectation that its memorial 
will meet with a favorable reception, since it 
is engaged in an attempt to secure the same 
result—namely: the disfranchisement of the 
bulk of the negroes—by an amendment to the 
State Constitution which shall eliminate the 
negro vote by an educational and property 
qualification. In order not to disfranchise 
too many whites a clause has been inserted 
which permits ex-soldiers, either of the 
Union or Confederate army, to vote. This 
is ingenious, but it makes a distinction 
which would not hold in the courts. It 
would be as legul or reasonable to except 
one-legged or one-armed illiterates. But, 
waiving this point, the amendment proposed 
couples the right to vote both with an 
educational ana property qualification. 
It will disfranchise a large number 
of negroes who are Republicans, but 
it will also disfranchise many whites 
whoare Democrats, and who will not enjoy 
this attempt to set up a purely aristocratic 
governmentin the State Itis evident that 
the authors of the movement anticipated 
something of this kind, as the section provid- 
ing for the submission of the Constitution to 
the people has been stricken out. They have 
sown the wind, but they are likely to reap 
the whirlwind. The Memphis Commercial 
says of the situation:

Was there ever ranker 
hypocrisy than this effortof the alleged 
friends of the poor men to disfranchise them 
for illiteracy and poverty, whites as well as 


blacks?

Ciaassen and his ac- 
complices have returned the asséts which 
they took from the bank and used as collat 
erals on loans, the loads being repaid 
out of the $650,000 It is likely that 
Leiand, the ex-President, as the pen- 
alty for his injudicious action, and the 
other stockholders will suffer by the depre- 
ciation of the stock. The stockholders have 
elected a new directory and the directory 
has reélected Mr. Leland President, and thus 
the bank is put back exactly in the place 
where it was before Claassen began his wreck - 
ing operations. How much confidence will 
be felt in Leland's administration after such 
a mortifying display of weakness remains to 
be seen, but it 1s a matter for congratulation 
that the bank has been saved from the 
wreckers and that the wreckers themselves 
are in the clutches of the law and that the 
settlement of the bank’s affairs does not in- 
volve the withdrawal of criminal proceedings 
against hem. It certainly should not be al- 
lowed to mitigate the penalty.

NEW YORK GIVES UP THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

The attempt of Mayor Grant and other 
Tammany leaders to kill two birds with one 
stone—to bribe Congress with ten million 
doliars to give the World’s Fair to New 
York and to secure for Tammany the control 
of the Fair and disbursement of that im- 
mense sum in a Presidential year—has ended 
id utter failure. Yesterday the New York 
Senate took up the bill which came to it 
from the Assembly, and which it had 
amended so as to give a fair representation 
to the Republicans iu the list of incorpora- 
tors, and then failed to pass it, there being 
but thirteen votes in the affirmative, while 
seventeen were necessary. A number of 
the Senators, unwilling to vote for or 
against the measure, kept out of the 
way, and a call of the house did not 
bring them. A motion to reconsider was 
entered and tanied. It is of course possible 
to take that motion from the table, but no- 
body seems to expect it will be done, and 
the attemptto mortgage New York a little 
more for the benefit of Tammany may be 
looked on as at an end. 6 

Two days before the bill had thus absolute- 
ly failed the New York Times had reached 
the conclusion that it could not pass, and 
sulkily accepted the inevitable. Like the 10- 
dividual who saw some grapes hanging out of 
reach, and therefore pronounced them soür, 
itannounced that New York did not want the 
Fair, and that therefore tnere should be 
none. It hasnot given up its opposition to 
Chicago, but in a dog-in-the-mangerish fash- 
ion says what New York can not get noother 
city shall have, These are its gloomy re 
marks: 


We have never thodght that there could be 
any question of a real World's Fair. an Interna- 
tional Exhibition in any true sense of the term, 
elsewhere in the country than in New York. 
We have more than onée given our reasons for 
the conviction that it is simply impossible to 
have a World's Fair worthy of the name in Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, or Wasbington. We consider it 
altogether out of the question, and if it were to 
be attempted the result would be a flasco that 
would put the country to shame. Unless pro- 
vision can be made for holding a real Interna 
tional Exhibition in this city. where.the products 
and results of our civilization could be brought 
into comparison with those of other countries on 
an adequate scale, it would be far better to 
abandon the whole idea and content ourselves 


with a general celebration at the proper time 
and in a becoming manner of the great exploit 
of Columbus. Such a celebration would be «a 
purely American affair and might be accompa 
nied by all the local exhibitions and fairs that 
the people saw fit to get up. The question at 
this moment is whether the Worid's Fair project

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NO NEED OF ANY MORE BANK-NOTES., 

Congtessman Dorsey of Nebraska has re 
ported from the Committee on Banking and 
Currency a bill to authorize National banks 
to issue notes to the extent of 100 per cent of 
the bonds deposited by them instead of only 
90 per cent, as at present. There is certainly 
no profit to the banks in depositing a 4per- 
cent bond which cost them $127 and issuing 
on the strength of it only $30 in notes. Mr. 
Dorsey thinks tat if they were allowed to 
put $100 in circulation private and State 
banks would béconie National ones and the 
circulating medium be largely increased. 

This might be the result, but it is neither 
necessary nor desirable. From the time 
when the Supreme Court held that the Na- 
tional Governmept had full authority to issue 
legal-tender notes during peace as well as 
during war the reason for the existence of a 
National bank currency disappeared and it 
became but an 6€xcrescance on the monetary 
system of the country. If the volume of the 
circulating medium is not sufficient Congress 
can authorize the issue of more greenbacks. 

Consequently the legislation which is needed 
is that which aims at reducing rather than in- 
creasing the quantity of National bank notes. 
That currency cannot be wiped altogether out 
of existence, because the banks lose their 
charters if they hold no bonds, and while they 
issue notes they must have bonds, The Na 
tional bank system rests on the assumption 
that it is connected with the fiscal affairs ot 
the Government, acting as agent for the dis 
posal of ita bonds. Therefore the wisest 
thing for Congress to do is to pass Mr. Can- 
non’s proposed bill, which provides for re- 
ducing the bonds which the bank must neces- 
sarily deposit to $1,000 from $30,000, as at pres- 
ent, and cutting down the circulation in the 
same proportion. It is in substance: 


That National banks now organized or here- 
after organized shall not be required to keep on 
deposit with the Treasurer of United States 
United States ponds in excess of $1,000 as security 
for their circulating notes, but such banks shall 
keep on deposit or deposit the amount of bonds 
as required by law; and such of those banks 
having deposited bonds in excess of this amount 
are autborized to reduce their circulation by the 
deposit of lawful money, as provided by iaw; 
provided that the amount of such circulatin 
notes shall not exceed in any case 9 per cent o 
the bonds deposited, as herein provided. 


This will relieve tue banks and enable 
them to go right along until the 4per-cent 
bonds become due in the next century. They 
are of too much value to the community to 
be abolished or suffered to die out. When 
the last Governmept bonds have been paid 
off it will be time to consider how the Na- 
tional banks can “be preserved. But that 
question will not necessarily arise for a good 
many years yet. 


Moon anxiety is manifested in commercial 
and agricultural circles in regard to the char- 
acter of the weather in the West for afew 
weeks in the immediate future. The per- 
sistent mildness of the weather all through 
the winter thus far, except in the Northwest, 
has permitted an unusually advanced stage 
of vegetauon in the winter-wheat fields and 
on the fruit trees, both being as far forward 
as they generally are in the middle of April. 
In the southern part of the winter- wheat 
beit the grain is reported to have developed 
so far as to be at the danger point for the 
season. It looks well and might give a mag- 
nificent yield at next harvest time if not 
nipped down by frost. Some of it is said to 
have already *‘jointed,” a stage of growth 
which is ordinarily checked by grazing or 
mow ing in the fall, and that means may be 
resorted to now, for anything that is said to 
the contrary. But there can be little doubt 
that a hard freeze now, without a prelim- 

mary snow-fall to form a protective blanket, 
would do immense damage, while the fruit- 
| trees cannot be covered’ in that way. Hence 
there are many both in city and country who 
think it is much to be desired that mild 
weather shall continue for thee rest of the 
winter. But there are others to wnom such 
a state of things would be far from welcome. 
The sales of winter clothing, heavy foot- 
wear, stoves, fuel, and numerous other kinds 
of merchandise appropriate to the four 
months ending with March have been ex- 
ceedingly slow this season, and the duliness

Plan of Incorporation of the Sault Ste. 
Marie, Quebec & Atlantic. 
Quesec, Feb. 15.—{Special.}]—The Sault 
Ste.

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BEARS ‘WORKED HARD. 


ATTEMPTS TO DEPRESS THE PRICES 
OF VARIOUS RAILWAY STOCKS. 


Rock Island Loses 1 1-8, bat St. Paul and 
Reading Move Forward a Little—Money 
Still Easy—The Iron and Steel Market 
Continues Dall — Claus Spreckels Will 
Run His Sugar Business Without Regard 
to the Action of the Trust. 


New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—None but 
the professional bear party aid mych in rail- 
Way stocks today. They worked hard, but 
have little to show for it. The volume of 
trading was small. Three-fifths of the total 
was in Rock Island, Reading, anc St. Paul. 
The selfing of Rock Island wus largely 
“ matched orders,“ and the bears lost more 
or less stock, thereby increasing the short 
interest. Rock Island is down 19. St. Paul 
and Reading made a slight advance. 

The story that $4,000, of Rock Island 
treasury stock had been sold was officially 
denied. Another bear story was that the re- 
port of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
dividend increase was au error—that it had 
not been increased. This came from Chicago 
on the alleged authority of Vice-President 
Peasley. Official notice of the increased divi- 
dend was already in tne hands of stock- 
holders. ¢ 

Prices in general were only fractionally 
changed. Union Pacific was the exception. 
There was a drive against it on the publica- 
uon of the December earnings, showing that 
the operating expenses for the month had in- 
creased more than the gross earnings, and 
that consequently there was a decline in net 
earnings. 

Trusts were the most interesting feature 
of the day’s trading. About 50,000 shares of 
lead were traded in and went down 15. The 
street was disappointed in te state- 
ment at the annual. meeting today. 
It was generally supposed it had 
earned about $2,090,000 net. The 
statement showed, in round numbers, only

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The iron 
and steel business is still on a moderate scale 
in all quarters, and there are no visible indi- 
catuons of achange in the tenjlencies of either 
buyers or sellers. Advices by cable re- 
ported a considerable decline in the British 
speculative markets, however, and an uneasy 
feeling in the trade, more particularly at 
Glasgow, where a great deal of outside 
money is tied up in warrants. The heaviest 
drop is in Hematite (Bessemer) warrants, 
which are reported to have failen to 62s. 6d., 
a much as 17s. 6d. during the last three 

ays. 

American foundry pig-iron is fairly hold- 
ing its own in price, although selling rather 
slowly, and 819. 20.00 fot No.1 X and

figures. Forge is quoted at about $17.50@ 
18.00. Bessemer pig is quoted irregularly at 
from $22.00 to $23.00 at furnace, accord ng to 
location, and new contracts for other than 
smali lots are few and far between.

Local 
agonts report none but small sales, but claim 
to be getting $36.00 at Eastern mills, and, 
while buyers assert to the contrary, seliers 
claim that no raiis can be bought from first 
hands at less than the $36.00 rate.

IT HAS QUEER FEATURES. 


A. R. OLDS WANTS $25,000 DAMAGES 
FROM ME. YERKES’ COMPANY, 


— 


He Says He Suffered at the Hands of a 
North Side Grip Oar Conductor—The 
Company Intimates That Mr. Olds 1. 
Mistaken—A Woman's Life Valued at 61 
by a Jary—Other Items—Legal Notes 
The Record. 


Adelbert M. Olds, who has had considerable 
litigation against the Open Board of Trade 
which the Supreme Court has just decided in his 
favor, is pushing a suit for $25,000 damages 
against the North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany, which has some peculiar features, m Judge 
Hawes’ court. He claims that at 6 p. m. May 30, 
1888; he boarded a North Side cable - car in froat 
of the Sherman House and stood on the back 
platform with the conductor anda passenger. 
He told the jury that when he tendered the con- 
ductor 4 nickel the latter said: 7 

‘I know you. Get off of here.” 

“ What do you mean?” asked Olds. 

That's what I mean,” said the conductor, as 
he pushed Olds off the car. : 

Plaintiff says he ran after the car and got on a 
second time, holding to the -rails with both 
hands, The conductor, he says, grabbed his 
right hana and squeezed it until ne broke one of 
his tingers and several bones in his hand. He 
then threw Olds off again just as the car went 
into the tunnel. Plainziff says he endeavored to 
find the conductor, but could not. He says he 
spent $1,000 in getting his hand cured, and he 
showed the jury a broken finger. He said he 
couldn't account for the conductor's extraordi- 


- s 


nury behavior unless he was drunk or had mis-. 


taken him for another person. He produced a 
young man who swore he saw the occurrence, a 
doctor who dressed his wounds, and the deposi- 
tion of his brother-in-iaw, who said he witnessed 
the incident while standing in front of Hooley's 
Theater. 

The railroad company’s defense, according to 
Mr. Furthmann, who, with W. D. Keep, appears 
for the road, is that no such thing as testified to 
by Olds ever happened. Mr. Furthmann claims 
he has evidence that Olds offered a man 85 to

One Dollar for a Woman's Life. 

A jury in Judge Anthony's court was treated 
to a severe reprimand yesterday for finding the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad compa ny 
guilty of causing the death of Catherine Hogan 
and fixing the amount of the loss to her husband 
at 61. Mrs. Hogan was killed near the Meagher 
street crossing Jan. 2, 1882, by a passing train.

Wants to Get Rid of $5,000. 

A queer bit of litigation results from the pro- 
posal to erect u Baptist university on the grounds 
owned by the estate of the late Wilbur F. Storey 
between Grand boulevard and Vincennes ave- 
nue, south of Forty-third street.

Packer signed the name of Alexander Mclatosh 
to the contract and tendered that gentleman's 
check for $5,000 as the first payment. Thig was 

laced in the hands of Frederick S. Eames, the 

anker, to be turned over to the Storey heirs 
when the abstract was found satisfactory. 

The Storey heirs say that they have discovered 
that McIntosh had nothing to do with the deal 
and that Packer had no right to use bis name. 
The check was signed in blank by McIntosh, and 
like many previous ones made in the same way 
was for the purpose of paying the wages of Mc- 
Intosh's workmen. Packer had filled out the 
check for the $5,000, it is alieged, without any 
authority, and had made it the binding part of 
the contract. Subsequently, it is said, McIntosh 
demanded the return of his check, and Packer 


. secured it for him, replacing it with cash. 


About this time, tne Storey heirs say, they 
had secured an abstract and turned it over to 
Packer, who made excuses from May, until Sep- 
tember for not fulfilling the contract. It is as- 
serted that Packer intended to purchase the 
land for $175,000 and sell it to the trustees of the 
proposed university for $275,000, but was unsbie 
to make the purchase witnout McIntosh’s hel 
and the latter refused to have anything to 
with the deal. 

They secured this statement from McIntosh 
and then demanded the $5,000 from Mr, Hames. 
At the same time Packer asked for the return of 
his money, ana Mr. Eames brings the case into 
the courts in the shape of a bill of interpleader, 
asking tne court to decide to whom it ongs, 
and relieve him from responsibility.
